HOW THEY VOTE. 


The Modus Operandi of Casting «a Ballot 
Tn the United States. 


The United States has recently changed 
the law respectly voting at elections, The 
changes are interesting to Canadians, and the 
principles underlying some of the features 
are similar io those prevailing here, We 
print below the arrangement of tables, ete, 
in the election booths, which are now in 
readiness for use. Besides the ballot-box 
indicated by F and G there will be a4 
third called the stub ballot-box, The first is 
used for the ballots voted, the secon | for bal- 
lots returned by the voter, and the third 
for ail stuls,

Before leaving the booth the voter mu! 
foid all the official ballots in such a maouer 
as will leave the number and endorsement on 
the ballot exposed. 

The voter must then, without showing the 
ballots, and without going outsife the guard 
rail, deliver the baliot be intends ‘0 vote o 
the inspector, who must tear off the stub, a id 
the ballot must then be d+posiced in the bal 
lot-box. The voter must then deliver the re- 
maining ballots he has to the inspector, from 
which the inspector must also romove the 
stubs, Then the voter is at liberty to go 
cutside, 

A voter who spoils an official ballot whi e 
preparing it must retura all the oMc al bal- 
lots he las received to the ballot clerks, who 
will deliver bim anotoer set, In some dis 
tricts the ballot clerks will bave a merry time 
of it, 

Not more than six voters are vo be allowed 
iu a polling-place at one time, The ballots 
Cast, aud ihose returned by the voter (except 
ing those spoiled), are required to be bur ved 
Immediately afier the cou it, 
the ballots cast, and the stubs of those re- 
turned by the voter, toge ger wilh the spoiled 
ballots and those uo Usel, are to be pubis

straight line between the two. Where 
the line lies need not be far to seek; it is 
found in the Sermon on the Mount, in 
Twelfth Coapter of Romans, in the 
thirteenth chapter Virst of Corinthians, | 
in the o eventh of Hebrews, in the sixth 
Ephesiane, in the fifth of First Thesselon 
tans, and in various other places, Let 
the persons who lead the Christian world 
Stamp in their mind firmly these two 
principles, first, that all extremes are 
wrong, and again, that 
Cicero says of virtue, consists in action, 
and we shall see the commencement of 


all religion, as

MAKING HIGH SEES SUSSERVIENT TO 
MAN'S SERVICE. 


Alotel Plan to Make Tidewater Produce 
Motive Porce— Millions of Horse Power 
Now Wasted to be Rendered Usefal for 
Big Work. 


Make the ocean tides serviceable to man! 
Tho iden scems so preposterously colossal 
that many at first glance will be inclined te 
ridicule it. Still more erratic plans of inven- 
tors bave succeeded ere this, and C. M. Bart. 
lett, of Chicayo, thinks he has succeeded in 
accomplishing the tasic. 

Briefly stated, Mr. Bartlett's idoa is based 
upon the law of gravitation, the incontro- 
veritable fact that the fel! of a body pro 
duces force. Henes he has come to the con- 
clusion tuat the power of the ocean tide can 
be made usefal. This is to be necomplished 
by acourpound system of reservoirs to Le 
constructed in ocean bays and inlets more or 
less \oofined by promontories of land, Tha 
practical operation f thisplan includes th» 
use of turbine water wheel etripped of all ite 
ordinary attachments and nearly turned in- 
side out. Sucha plan, Mr. Bartlett claims, 
is practicable and sos mple in its construc- 
tion toat ordinary intelligence can readily 
comprohend it, while, on the other hand, it 
attracts (he attention of the hydraulic engin- 
eer on account of its ingenuity,

Mr. Bartlett claims thet there are along the 
coast Letwoou Boston and New York a large 
number of locations that contain ali the way 
from # thousand to ten thousand horse power 
force, if the latter were developed by his sys- 
tem of vonmpound reservoirs; that that section 
of the country can be run by tae invention, 
aud thatthe returns from the capital requir- 
ed for practical oporativu «ill double yearly. 
In brief, Mr. Bartlett's nln is as follows: 

A dam two feet above high water mark is 
first constructed across a tidal inlet between 
uwo land promontories in such a way as to 
inclose as large an area of water as possible 
within the predetermined cost of coustruc- 
tion. This space isthen divided by a parti- 
tiondam or crib work into two roservoirs 
of as nearly like capacity as possible on ac- 
count of the topograp\y. Ineach of these 
two reservoirs, in the rig it angle junction of 
main and partition dam, a small reservoir 
is then construc od as indicated in the dia- 
gram, The small reservoir is designed to 
increases the cavacity of the large one ad- 
jaceut to it by 25 percent. It is used only 
at high water, supplies the machinery dir- 
ectly from the ovean and reserves the water 
in the main reservoir until the tide has low- 
ered to the staniing bead of water upon 
which the basis of power has originally been 
figured. ./.t this time the gates between the 
ocean end the small reservoir are closed, and 
the gates between th) latter and the largo 
reservoir aro opened at low water, Tho out- 
line cut beneath the diagram shows this sys- 
tem reversed. 

Tho explanation of the diagram is s' 
A marks the ¢ n; B, the set of reservoirs 
which are kept as full as possible; C, the re- 
servoirs kept as empty as possible, known in 
enginesriog as ‘tail race;’ D marks the

bir whool; H, the care; Mi, the crib work. 
For such an arrangement Mr. Bartlett 
claims: 


a combination of reservoirs insuring a 
constant fall of water in one direction, 

A combined foat and siphon adjusting it- 
self automatically to the rise and fail of water, 
utilizing every inch of head and dispen-ing 
with the use of stationery gates and turbines, 

The automatical balancing of the turbine 
by placing it in an inverted position in the 
upward flow of the siphon, thus opposing 
the force of the stream to the gravity of tho 
wheel and shaft, and avoiding a large 
percentage of the fric ion and wear that con- 
stitutes the bete noir of hydraulic engineering 
in placing turbines where gravity and the 


force of the stream act in the same dircetion, |

Of course, the writer who has lookod some- 
what into the subject, does uot mean to say 
that the habit of spanking has entirely dis- 
appeared, forthe most casual observer who 
keeps his eyes open, no to speak of his ears, 
knows better. But, like highway robbery 
and duelling and painting the ferm.nire 
face, it is diminishing in volume and 
frequency, It is difficult to gather statis- 
tics scientifically accurate upon the sub- 


ject, but a little talk among your 
married friends, oh reader of gen- 
tle <'sposition! wii surprise you by 


revealing how many of them were spanked 
in their youth and how ver. few now sank 
their own offspring in turn, The old jokes 
about the efficacy of slipper training have 
lost their point, and for many reasons, In 
rural districts the conservative residents 
still adbere somewhat to the famous ok) cus- 
tom, but in the big cities children sit down 
‘without pain. Hero io New York few 
mothers wear slippers indoors that come off 
easily, and as for using the hand, look at the 
delicate patrician hands of the Broadway 
shopper and say whether it could do the 
spanking for a family and still retain its 
shape, The idea is arsurd, 

Here in New York a few strongholds of this 
form of posterior punishment still hold out. 
They aro the public institations where or- 
phan, incorrigible or destitute children are 
reared, Tbat is one objection to being @ 
poor orphan child in thie fown—-one is al- 
most sure to be spanked. In an investiga- 
tion in court the other day the manager of 
one of the largest New York homes for chil- 
dren declared that the favorite form of cor- 
rection employed was the old-fashioned 
spanking system. It loft no marks upon the 
“spankee” and yielded favorable results. He 
said the institution bad trie1 various correc- 
tive and remedial agents during a long term 
of years and none had proved as satisfactory 
as this. He recommended iis general use, 
and in the language of the advertising agent 
declares that no family should be withoutit. 

Quite the reverse was the testimony of the 
mother of eight well behaved and delightfully 
manvered children, ‘lt is uot becoming in 
me,” she saia, “to boast of my girls and boys, 
but they certainly are ..t le ladies and gentle- 
men, and I have never laid a hand harshly 
upon one of them, There is a certain indig- 
nity about the form of punishment known ag 
spanking that shonid never be put upon high- 
spiritei children, It dobases their natures. 
Civilized people are learning that Jesson, and 
the rod and the slipper are being used less 
aud less every day, Not one in ten of my 
acquaintances spanks her children, The 
child who is whipped gets sullen At least 
that has been the experiences of my frionds. 
Ifa mothor cannot control a child without 
beating it she is not fit to be a mother.” 

So much for the testimouy of oue good 
“homey” sortof woman, testimony that was 
borne out by many others, And the moral 
of itall, if there be a moral, is that it would 
be a good idea for children to cut this out 
and paste it in their mother’s hats,—New 
York Sun.

About the rolation of cause and effect in thie 
matter, The debilitating effect of brontht 
and ‘obreathing the sume foul air of eb 
rooms for a fow months renders thy human 
system an easy prey to disease of various 
torts, and more especially to discas) of the 
respiratory organs which are eo directly af. 
fected hy the foul over-warmed ait of the 
rooms, Toe wonder is, that so many can 
tolerate the font ait and that ®o many sum 
vive, This can only be explained by the 
well known power of the human organism 
to sult itself ina large measure to cirenm- 
stances end environment, Night and d 
the foul air breathing goes on, Whi 
fomne ete raepite for an hour or two a day 
‘, inany, as of the women and 


but ‘rarely go ont at all, Amd 
as the British Medical Journal (of Bept. 
2,0) puts it, whilst the importance 


of keeping pure the air of liviag-roome 
during the day ia recognived by a large oa 
jority of the educated classes at the present 
time it is te be feared that there are still 
very many tho by preference shep at night 
in closely shut bedrooms, “The conviction 
that night air is unwholesome and shouid be 
rigidly exeluded, once so prevalent, probably 
now only eurvives amongst the unlettered and 
ignorant, 1t doubtless had ite origin in tiie 
when undrained swamps and inalaria-breed. 
ing mists, arising at nightfall, were char- 
acteristic of large tracts of rural Engh

Tho sea occupies three-fifths of the surface 
of the earth. At the de of about 3,500 
feet waves are not felt, The temperature i 
the sume, varying only atrif: from tho ice 
of tho pole to the burning sun of the equa 
tor, A mile down the water has a pro-sure 
of over a ton to the square inch, If a box 
6 feet deep filled with sea water were allow. 
ed toevaporate under the eun, there would 
be 3 inches of salt left on the botiom, Tak- 
ing the average depth of the ocean to be 
three miles, there would bo a layer of pure 
salt 230 feet thick on the bed of the Atlantic, 
The water is colder at the bottom than at 
the surface, In the many bays on the 
coast of Norway the water often freezes at 
the bottom before it does above. Waves 
are very deceptive, To isok at them 
in a storm one would think the water travel- 
ed, The water stays in the samo place, but 
toe motion goes on. Sometimes in storrms 
hese waves are 40 feet Sigh, ana travel fifty 
smiles an hour— more than twice as fast as the 
swifle-t steamship. The distance from valley 
is generally fifteen times the height, 
bence a wave 5 feet high will extend over 73 
feet om water. The force of tho sea dashing 
on Bell Rock is said to be seventesa tons for 
each #yaare yard, Evaporation isa wondor- 
fn! power in drawing the water from the sen. 
Every yoar « layer of the ontire sea, 14 feet 
thick, iv taken up iato the cl nds. The winds 
bear their burden iato the land, and the water 
comes down in rain upon the flelds, te flow 
back at last through rivers The depta of 
the sea present« an interesting problem, [1 
the Atlantic were iowered from 6,554 feet, the 
distance from shore to shore would be half as 
great, or 1,500 miles. [f lowered a little more 
than three miles, say 14,080 feet, there would 
be a road of dry land from Newfoundland to 
Ireland, This is the plain on which the great 
Atlantic cables were laud = The Medirer- 
ranean is compnracively shallow, A drying 
up of 680 feet would leave three different

His officers 
rove up their swords aud threw themselves 
on the merey of Bogran, and were put ia 
jrons within an hour without even the for- 
inulity of a trial, the prisoners, healel by 
Sanches, were led to the principal equare of 
the o pital, hned up agaipst an adove wall 
and confronted by a company of powder be- 
urimed soldiers, Bogranolal in full regi- 
mentals, looking grim aud determined, stood 
behind the soldiers, He ordered the prisor- 
era to be blindfolded, Toie was their 
death warrant, but not aman in the dvom- 
ed line exhibited the slightest shade of 
fear, There was a long and painful 
pouse, which was broken by asharp com- 
mand from the president to his sol- 
diors, Too latter raisod their rifles a 
roar of sound weat ecooing and ree.
